After July 1, when the combination 


becomes effective, shippers will di- 
rect shipments "by express" without 
regard to company, and soon there- 
after the individual names of the sep- 
arate companies will begin to disap- 
pear from -wagons, stations and cars. 


The company will be the express 


carrying agency of the railroads, op- 
erating privately under contract to 
turn over 50 Vi per cent of their gross 
revenue—more than J200.000.000 last 
year— to the roads for transportation 
privileges. Three
